1.  1914.  This  should  be  a strong  guarantee  to  my 
customers  that  I am  doing  everything  possible  to 
send  out  stock  true  to  name.

of  any  seeds  I send  out,  and  will  not  in  any  way  be 
responsible  for  the  crop.  If  the  purchaser  does  not 
accept  the  goods  on  these  terms  they  are  to  be  at 
once  returned.  Subject  to  the  above  conditions,  I 
make  sales  at  the  very  moderate  prices  at  Avhich  I 
sell  my  goods.  This  disclaimer  is  used  by  all  reput- 
able seed  houses. 

REMITTANCES  should  be  made  by  Postal  or  Ex- 
press Money  Order,  Bank  Draft,  Registered  Better, 
or  I will  take  your  personal  check,  if  you  prefer. 
Postal  stamps  in  small  amounts  can  be  sent  if  nec- 
essary, 5 or  10c  stamps  preferred.

RAILROADS.  I can  ship  from  Beatrice  direct 
over  the  Burlington  (C.  B.  & Q.  and  B.  and  M.),  the 
Union  Pacific  and  the  Rock  Island  Systems.  Also 
have  splendid  connections  over  all  other  lines  at 
nearby  terminals  and  connecting  points. 

PACKING.  My  packing  house  is  160x140  feet, 
giving  me  plenty  of  room.  We  drive  direct  from 
the  nursery  into  the  packing  house,  so  trees  and 
plants  are  not  exposed  while  being  stored  or  packed. 
Freight  orders  are  almost  always  packed  in  paper- 
lined  boxes,  smaller  orders  in  bales,  which  are  also 
paper-lined  to  keep  the  moisture.  I ship  trees  with 
good  success  to  South  America,  New  Zealand,  Japan, 
China  and  Alaska. 

GUARANTEED  DELIVERY.  I guarantee  the  safe 
arrival  of  all  my  shipments  at  destination.  I will 
replace  free  of  charge,  any  shipment  lost  or  spoiled 
in  transit,  no  matter  whether  goods  go  by  freight, 
express  or  parcel  post.  You  are  not  taking  any 
risks.  Trees  and  plants  go  by  fast  freight,  and  we 
seldom  have  any  trouble,  although  we  ship  thou- 
sands of  boxes  as  far  east  as  New  York  and  west  to 
the  Pacific  states. 

NO  TRAVELING  AGENTS.  Some  of  my  cus- 
tomers have  written  me  that  unscrupulous  asrents 
pretend  that  I was  in  partnership  with  the  nursery 
they  are  selling  for.  These  are  simply  lies.  I am 
not  interested  in  any  other  niirsery  than  my  own 
here  at  Beatrice.  I do  not  send  out  traveling  sales- 
men anywhere.  In  a very  few  localities  I have  a 
local  agent  who  is  taking  orders  for  me  from  his 
neighbors,  who  are  personally  acquainted  with  him. 
At  the  prices  I make  in  my  catalog  it  would  be 
impossible  to  send  out  traveling  salesmen.  I would 
lose  money,  as  such  a salesman  costs  about  50  per 
cent  of  the  selling  price. 

TREES  AND  PLANTS  FREE  PROM  INSECTS.  My 

nurseries  have  been  inspected  by  our  State  Ento- 
mologist, and  are  again  inspected  by  an  expert  be- 
fore shipping.  You  will  get  clean  trees,  free  from 
any  disease.  There  never  has  been  any  Yellow  or 
San  Jose  Scale  in  our  county;  and  I take  every  pre- 
caution possible  to  safeguard  my  customers.  " I al- 
so aim  to  comply  with  the  law  regulating  the  traffic 
in  trees  and  plants  of  all  states,  so  my  customers 
will  have  no  trouble  in  getting  the  trees.  Should 
any  inspector,  though,  condemn  any  of  my  trees  or 


plants,  I will  replace  them  free  of  charge,  as  soon 
as  I am  notified.  A copy  of  the  State  Entomolo- 
gist’s Certificate  of  Inspection  is  attached  to  every 
shipment  I make.  Below  I give  a copy  of  the  Certi- 
ficate of  Inspection  by  our  State  Entomologist: 

This  is  to  certify  that  on  the  15th  day  of  July, 
1924,  the  growing  stock  and  premises  of  the  Sond- 
eregger  Nurseries,  Carl  Sonderegger,  President,  of 
Beatrice,  Nebraska,  was  inspected,  and  no  San  Jose 
Scale  was  found,  nor  any  indication  that  it  had  ever 
been  present  in  the  nursery  or  its  vicinity.

I 
can  point  to  good  orchards  from  my  nursery,  in  the 
Dakotas,  as  well  as  in  California,  Missouri  and  New 
York.  You  make  no  mistake  in  purchasing  your 
trees  from  me. 


I pay  freight  charges  on  all  orders 
for  trees  and  plants  (not  seeds)  amount- 
ing to  $10.00  or  more,  but  only  when  the 
full  amount  of  the  order  is  sent  to  me 
before  order  is  shipped. 


I prepay  freight  to  any 
railroad  station  in  the  United  States  and  on  all 
foreign  shipments  to  the  United  States  border,  on 
all  orders  for  trees  and  plants  (not  seeds)  amount- 
ing to  $10.00  or  more,  provided  the  full  amount  of 
the  order  is  in  my  hands  before  I make  shipment. 
If  you  prefer  to  get  j'our  trees  by  express,  I will 
pay  as  much  toward  the  express  charges  as  the 
freight  would  amount  to.  The  difference  in  express 
and  freight  is  not  near  as  much  as  formerly.  You 
will  have  less  annoyance  and  trouble  if  I pay  freight 
in  advance.  Should  a shipment  which  I am  to  pre- 
pay, not  be  prepaid  when  it  reaches  you,  please  pay 
the  freight  and  send  me  the  receipt  and  I will  remit 
the  amount  to  you  promptly.  On  seeds  in  bulk,  also' 
on  all  farm  seeds,  I do  not  prepay  the  freight  un- 
less by  special  agreement. 

EXPRESS.  I can  ship  trees,  plants  and  seeds  to 
any  point  by  express.  Small  orders  always  go 
cheaper  by  express  than  by  freight. 

PARCEL  POST.  Parcel  Post  service  is  getting 
better.  I can  now  send  packages  of  50  lbs.  weight 
to  any  postodice.  On  a distance  of  300  miles.  Parcel 
Post  is  cheaper  than  express,  while  on  the  long 
distances  express  is  rather  a little  lower. 

On  pages  68,  69,  70  and  71,  of  my  spring,  1924 
catalog,  I give  prices  of  all  trees  and  plants  that 
can  go  by  parcel  post,  and  at  these  prices  I pay  all 
postage.  Please  figure  those  prices  when  stock  is 
wanted  by  parcel  post,  and  do  not  order  any  other 
trees  or  other  sizes  not  given  on  pages  68,  69,  70  and 
71,  to  go  by  parcel  post. 

The  difference  in  the  prices  by  freight  or  express 
and  by  mail  is  a little  more  than  just  the  postage, 
as  it  costs  me  a great  deal  more  to  put  up  trees  for 
luail  than  in  bale§  or  boxes. 

Prices  are  given  at  the  rate  of  one,  ten,  one  hun- 
dred and  one  thousand.  Five  trees  go  at  the  rate  I 
make  per  10;  50  trees  at  the  rate  per  100;  and  500 
trees  at  the  rate  per  1000.  This  means  that  you  can 
take  50  apple  trees  of  as  many  varieties  as  you  wish 
and  figure  them  at  the  100  rate.

They  bloom  early  and  continue  until 
frost.

PLANTING  DIRECTIONS 

The  Correct  Way  to  Plant  Pall  Bulbs 
GARDEN  CITIiTUBE 

Remember  that  the  Fall,  and  not  the 
Spring,  is  the  time  to  plant  these  bulbs. 

Care  should  be  taken  that  the  proper 
drainage  is  obtained.  Spade  the  ground 
deep.  Do  not  use  too  much  manure.  Plant 
as  directed  in  cut.  Cover  with  some  straw 
or  litter,  which  should  be  raked  off  in  the 
spring,  to  prevent  bulbs  from  appearing 
too  soon.  After  bulbs  are  through  bloom- 
ing they  can  be  left  in  the  ground  from 
year  to  year,  but  they  will  not  bloom 
quite  so  nice  the  second  season. 

HOUSE  CUETUBE 
The  large  bulbs  should  be  planted  in 
not  less  than  a four  inch  flower  pot,  in 
good,  rich  soil  mixed  with  one-third  sand. 

For  best  results  put  potts  in  a pit  in  the 
garden,  cover  with  a board  to  prevent 
breaking  pots  when  taking  them  up,  and  cover  eight 
or  ten  inches  with  soil.  If  weather  turns  very  cold, 
cover  with  straw  to  keep  ground  from  freezing.  Pots 
should  be  left  in  ground  six  to  eight  weeks  and  tak- 
en up  at  intervals  to  have  plants  blooming  all  win- 
ter. They  can  also  be  put  away  in  the  cellar  for  six 
to  eight  weeks  with  good  results.  After  plants  are 
through  blooming,  the  bulbs  should  be  planted  in  the 
garden  as  soon  as  frost  is  out  of  ground.  Do  not 
bloom  well  indoors  second  season.

FALL  PLANTING  OF  TREES 

Wherever  the  winters  are  not  very  severe 
fall  planting-  can  be  recommended.  There  is 
more  time  for  such  work  on  a farm  in  the 
fall  than  in  the  spring.  Trees  get  well  estab- 
lished and  will  start  growing  much  earlier 
than  a tree  that  is  transplanted  in  the  spring, 
thus  getting  the  benefit  of  the  early  spring 
rains  and  getting  well  rooted  before  the  hot 
weather.  This  advantage  should  not  be  over- 
looked. 

In  the  fall  a nursery  has  less  orders  to  fill 
than  in  the  spring  and  the  assortment  is  com- 
]:)lete  yet,  so  your  orders  are  filled  more 
promptly  and  with  better  care,  and  you  ar< 
sure  to  get  everything  you  order. 

Where  it  is  too  cold  to  set  out  trees  in  the 
fall  I recommend  strongly  to  get  trees  in  the 
fall  and  heel  them  in  over  winter.  If  this  is 
correctly  done  they  come  through  the  winter 
in  fine  shape  and  can  be  planted  just  as  soon 
as  frost  is  out  of  the  ground.  I send  printed 
instructions  how  to  heel  in  trees  with  all  fall 
orders  and  you  will  find  same  here  below.

dry  dirt  around  tree  again,  making  a dust  mulch. 


HOW  TO  “HEEL”  IN  OVER  WINTER 

There  is  a popular  impression  that  trees  dug  in  tlie 
fall  and  heeled  in  over  winter  are  worthless.  IF  THE 
HEELING  IN  IS  WELL  DONE  IT  IS  PERFECTLY 
SAFE.  Peach  and  some  other  young  trees,  if  left 
standing  during  their  first  winter,  are  frequently 
killed  or  injured  by  frost,  while  if  dug  in  the  fall  and 
treated  as  below  described  they  come  through  bright 
and  uninjured. 

To  insure  success,  first  soak  trees  (not  plants)  in 
a tub  of  -water  or  tank  about  twenty-four  hours,  soon 
as  received,  then  select  a dry  spot  where  no  water 
will  stand  during  winter,  having  no  grass  to  invite 
mice.  Dig  a trench  deep  enough  to  admit  one  laj'er 
of  roots  and  sloping  enough  to  permit  the  trees  to 
lie  at  an  angle  of  not  more  than  thirty  degrees  with 
the  ground  (see  illustration  No.  1).  Having  placed 
one  layer  of  roots  in  this  trench,  cover  them  with 
the  mellow  earth  extending  well  up  on  the  bodies  and 
see  THAT  THIS  IS  FIRMLY  PACKED.  Then  add  an- 
other layer  of  trees,  overlapping  the  first,  continuing 
as  at  first  until  all  are  heeled  in.  As  soon  as  this  is 
done,  give  the  trees  a good  soaking  so  the  dirt  will 
settle  around  the  roots  and  bodies  of  the  trees  and 
there  will  be  no  air  pockets,  then  cover  the  tops  en- 
tirely with  dirt,  so  they  will  be  thoroughly  protected 
from  winds  (see  illustration  No.  2).  It  is  always 
best  for  all  kinds  of  nursery  stock  if  the  ground  is 
wet  when  it  freezes. 


on  many  diverse  sorts  of  plants;  therefore,  the 
same  rules  cannot  apply  in  all  cases. 

Pruning  during  the  dormant  season  tends  to 
promote  -wood  growth  rather  than  fruit  bearing. 

Pruning  during  the  growing  season — March,  June 
and  July — .tends  to  check  wood  growth  and  to  pro- 
mote fruitfulness.  The  vegetative  and  the  reproduc- 
tive functions,  -within  certain  limits,  are  reciprocal. 

Root  pruning  (which  is  seldom  practiced)  tends 
very  strongly  to  promote  fruit  bearing  and  converse- 
ly to  check  wood  growth. 

Pruning  may  be  done  anj"  month  of  the  year,  but 
IMarch  and  June  are  the  best  months. 

Pruning  should  be  methodical  and  regular.  A cer- 
tain amount  of  work  should  be  done  each  3'ear  in- 
.stead  of  once  in  five  j'ears.  This  rule  is  verj’ 
important. 

The  objects  of  pruning  are  (a)  to  repair  injuries. 
Gd)  to  correct  faultj^  growth,  (c)  to  influence  the 
bearing  habit  of  the  tree.  Pruning  is  not  an  object 
in  itself.  Therefore,  unless  there  is  some  clear  rea- 
son for  it,  do  not  prune. 

Each  root  or  branch  removed  should  be  cut  off 
smoothly  and  as  close  to  the  parent  branch  as  pos- 
sible. Large  wounds  should  be  painted  with  white  lead. 

The  best  implements  for  pruning  are  pruning  shears. 
A sharp  saw  will  sometimes  be  needed,  but  not  often, 
except  on  trees  which  have  been  neglected.  An  axe 
should  never  be  used. 

Pruning  will  not  give  satisfactory^  results  bj'  itself. 
It  must  be  accompanied  by^  good  spraying,  good  feed- 
ing and  good  management  in  other  respects.
